Stretch Library's Funds 

That it's an ill wind that blows no- 
body good is once more illustrated in 
the benefits conferred on the little Nar- 
berth Community Library by the ef- 
forts of certain publishers to get away 
from some of their troubles. Their 
profits, always averaging small per 
volume, having declined, they are try- 
ing the plan of seeking greater sales 
by lowering prices on certain books of 
fiction. Hence the much discussed 
"dollar books." Whatever it may 
prove to the publisher, this cut of 50- 
60 per cent, is a boon to libraries, 
whose book appropriation can thus be 
stretched somewhat. The list of dol- 
lar books includes many indispensables, 
such as H. G. Wells, J. S. Fletcher, 
Margaret Pedler, Edgar Wallace, 
Grace Richmond, Kathleen Norris, P. 
G. Wodehouse, a miscellaneous assort- 
ment. Whether the publishers' claim 
that the physical makeup is to be the 
same is reliable, time will tell. 



The Paoli baseball team, hailed as 
champions of the Main Line League 
for the second half of the season fol- 
lowing its victory over Bryn Mawr on 
September 1, is not yet sure of the 
title, due to the forfeit of the Narberth- 
Dunkirk game on the first to Dunkirk 
because of the ineligibility of a Nar- 
berth player, and the necessity of re- 
playing the l'aoli-Bryn Mawr game of 
last Sunday. 

According to a rule adopted by the 
league officials two years ago no new 
players may be introduced into the 
lineup unless their names have been 
listed with the league officials ten days 
before the game in which they partici- 
pate. A protest by Dunkirk against 
Charlie Townsend, of the Narberth 
team, was granted by Walter Hanley, 
of Paoli, president of the league. 

To further complicate matters Paoli 
protested the result of last Sunday's 
game with Bryn Alawr, won by the 
latter team, 7-6, claiming a Bryn Mawr 
player was ineligible. Due to in- 
sufficient evidence the claim was not 
allowed but the result was thrown out 
and the two teams will meet again on 
Saturday. 

If Paoli should lose on Saturday it 
will go into a tie with Dunkirk, while 
a victory will give the western nine 
undisputed title to the second half 
championship.

Soon 
some entrepreneur will devise a golf 
course that can be set up upon your 
dining room table. And the day may 
not be far distant when those worthy 
gentlemen who scrawl the Lord's Prayer 
on the head of a pin may be devoting 
their time to the designing of small golf 
courses. Incidentally, I have never had | 
very much sympathy for those who en- 1 
grave words of wisdom and of light upon ! 
the head of a pin. I have always felt j 
that the welfare of humanity would bej 
just as completely served if they seated 
themselves upon the business end thereof. 

But to get back to miniature golf 
again. Just the other day I heard a fair 
(with regard to her appearance and not 
to her ability on the links) miniature 
(with regard to the game and not with 
regard to her physical proportions) golfer 
(with much doubt) remark that she had 
made three holes in one. Now I have 
heard some pretty tall stories in my time, 
and I must confess to having told a few 
myself, but this is one story that I cannot 
digest. One hole in one is possible, 
though not probable. More than one 
hole in one is a mathematical impossi- 
bility. A hole in one is perfect. There is 
no superlative for perfect. If three holes 
can be done in one, then the eighteen 
will go for six.

And the tendency towards miniature 
things has not been limited to the sports 
world.

ha!, I did get a free ad in, Mr. Pub- 
lisher.). 

Grandmother's spacious kitchen is now i 
a kitchenette, which means that no one 
of grandmother's size can even turn 
around in it. Families arc miniature 
these days. Instead of a twelve-children 
model, the modern American family is a 
one-Pomeranian affair. No room for 
children in the family car these days. 
And meals are becoming miniature. 
Jasmine has aspirations towards a minia- 
ture waist-line. For supper we shall 
have a drop of orange juice and a shred 
or stick or stalk or whatever it is that a 
small portion of spinach is called. For 
breakfast, possibly a sweet smile and a 
nice, nourishing glass of cold water. We 
don't eat lunch any more. It is fattening 
to eat in the middle of the day. Mid-day 
eating is bad for your personal middle. 
Oh, we shall be a miniature family before 
long. 

I have no sympathy whatever for the 
miniature trend. I yearn for the massive 
automobiles of yesterday with their 
rugged hoods and their sturdy wheels. 
Rough steeds they were, but they were 
faithful and everlasting. And the old 
kitchens where one with a cat-swinging 
complex could indulge his peculiar habit 
with perfect impunity. And golf-courses 
where the shortest hole was a par four 
and the rough deserved that appellation. 
Golf courses where people played in the 
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Coming Events

Villanova and Haver- 
ford Colleges have fine football schedules arranged and. in addition, 
one has school football, hockey and soccer to choose from if seeking 
a sporting diversion. 

All of which goes to prove that the Main Line is a good place 
to live with such healthful means of enjoyment and recreation at 
one's doorstep. 



Political Prospects 

The stage is now set for the November campaign in State and 
county. The expected verdict in favor of Clifford Pinchot as the 
Republican nominee for Governor makes it possible for citizens to 
make an intelligent selection between Attorney John M. Hemphill, 
indorsed by the liberal Republicans of the State and Democratic 
nominee, who stands on a platform calling for the repeal of the 
prohibition law and the return of liquor control to the States, and 
Gilford Pinchot, who has achieved all his prominence as an advocate 
of prohibition and who, in the event of his election as Governor for 
a second time, expects to go before the nation as a dry candidate 
for President. Had Mr. Pinchot been denied the Republican nomi- 
nation for Governor it would be possible for him to go before the 
people as a political martyr, a role that would have been entirely to 
his liking. As the situation now stands there will be a clean-cut 
fight between two candidates who are as far apart as the two poles 
on the prohibition issue. 

In view of the heavy vote polled by the wet candidates at the 
primaries on the Main Line, a large vote for Mr. Hemphill is antici- 
pated.

Causes 0000 Damage 

Blaze At Drinker Home on 

Saturday Confined 

to Cellar. 



A fire of unknown origin, starting in 
the collar of the home of H. S. Drinker, 
Jr., 249 Merion road, Merion, early last 
Saturday morning, caused $5000 damage. 

The fire was discovered at 12:45 
A. M. by Mrs. Michael Burning, who 
lives on the place, when smoke was 
seen issuing from the chimney. The j 
Union Fire Company of Bala-Cynwyd 
answerc the alarm and the Narberth 
and West Manayunk Companies re- 
sponded to further alarms. 

Several firemen of the various com- 
panies were overcome by smoke in 
battling the fire, which was confined to 
the basement of the house. "It was the 
smokiest fire on the Main Line in 26 
years," said Chief Noel of the Narberth 
Company, in commenting on the blaze.

Only two onc-and- 
one-half-inch water lines were used, 
which prevented further damage to the 
house from water.

Set For September 21st

A week of activity in the new church 
will follow. On Monday night, Sep- 
tember ' 22, a community service will 
be held to which all the churches and 
community are invited. The music will 
be furnished by the organist and choir 
of All Saints' Episcopal Church, 
Wynnewood. On Tuesday evening, 
September 23, an inaugural recital will 
. be given on the new organ by Ralpn 
Kinder, assisted by Miss Ernestine B. 
Bacon, lyric soprano. On Wednesday 
evening, September 24, Dr. Robert C. 
Wills, Superintendent of the South 
District, Philadelphia Conference, will 
be the speaker. A fine inaugural ban- 
quet will be held on Thursday evening, 
September 25, in Parish Hall. The 
Hon. Fletcher Stites will be toastmas- 
ter. Dr. William H. Ford, Superin- 
tendent of the North-West District, 
Philadelphia Conference, and Dr. John 
G. Wilson will be the chief speakers. 
On Friday evening, September 26, 
"Former Pastor's Night" will be ob- 
served when all the former pastors 
who can do so will return. 

A second eventful Sunday is planned 
for September 28, when Dr. Thomas 
H. Evans, former pastor and superin- 
tendent of the North District, will 
preach at 11 A. M. and the District 
Superintendent, Dr. W. Galloway Ty- 
son, will preach at 7:45 P. M. 

The Ministers' Wives of the Phila- 
delphia Conference will hold their fall 
meeting and luncheon on Tuesday, 
September 30, beginning at 11 A. M. 
In the evening the Sunshine Bible 
Class will open up their full activities 
in the church parlor at 8 o'clock. 

Sunday, October 5, will witness the 
first baptism in the new church. This 
honor is reserved for the infant daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Purring. 
New members will be received and 
Holy Communion administered. At 
the evening service the pastor will 
preach his first sermon in the new edi- 
fice and bring the special dedicatory 
program to a colse. All these services 
are open to the public and it is hoped 
many will attend those which do not 
conflict with services in their own 
churches. After each service an op- 
portunity will be afforded for the in- 
spection of the building. 
* * * 

In the summer of 1884 Samuel B. 
Tibben appealed to the Board of Home 
Missions and Church Extension to or- 
ganize a Methodist Church in Lower 
Merion. As a result a Sunday School 
was formed and preaching services in- 
stituted. On October 15 of that year 
Matthew J. Edwards organized the 
first class meeting and was appointed 
its leader. The first board of trustees 
was elected and organized November 
12, 1884, consisting of William A. Fish- 
er, president; Samuel F. Tibben, sec- 
retary; Samuel B. Tibben, treasurer; 
George W. Fisher, Frederick Bicking, 
Matthew J. Edwards and George G. 
Holliday. The church was known as 
Beth Raffen Methodist Episcopal 
Church. The first church was a frame 
structure located on State Road, north 
of the present Borough of Narberth. 
In the summer of 1892 the location 
on the southwest corner of Price and 
Essex Avenues, Narberth, was secured 
for the erection of a new church. The 
inspiration of this movement was a 
small bequest by Miss Mary F. 
Thompson. The following October 
the erection of a stone edifice was be- 
gun. When nearly completed it was 
destroyed by fire December 14, 1893. 
By no means discouraged by this cal- 
amity the officiary at once began plan- 
ning for the rebuilding of the edifice 
and on September 15, 1895, the present 
building was dedicated, free from debt, 
by Bishops Foss and Andrews. The 
Rev. Thomas H. Evans, now superin- 
tendent of the North District of the 
Philadelphia Conference, was the pas- 
tor in charge at the time of dedication. 
He was followed by the Rev. H. W. 
Millison, Rev. W. Gray Jones, Rev. E. 
F. Randolph and Rev. William B. 
Wood in the order named. 

In 1906 under the leadership of Dr. 
Wood the present substantial parson- 
age was erected and furnished.

Under the pastorate of Dr. Dawson 
plans were laid for a more commodious 
place of worship and a financial cam- 
paign carried through securing sub- 
scriptions in the amount of $51,000 for 
this purpose. Negotiations were start- 
ed for the securing of the Barrie prop- 
erty across the street and were almost 
completed when he was transferred to 
another church. Under his pastorate 
the first plans were drawn for the new 
church and Alexander Mackie Adams 
chosen as architect. 

I'n March, 1928. the Rev. Samuel 
Mac Adams was appointed pastor. He 
was at once informed that the chief 
item in the church program was the 
erection of the proposed new building. 
He began a close study of the plans 
and the site, and in conjunction with 
the committee the final plans were 
adopted, additional subscriptions 
seemed, and preparations completed 
for the breaking of ground the follow- 
ing year. Ground was broken for the 
new church on Sunday, June 9, 1929, 
and the cornerstone laid on Sundav, 
October 6, by the Rev. W. E. P. Haas, 
District Superintendent. 

The contract for the new building 
was awarded to Frank G. English & 
Sons, of Philadelphia, who was the 
lowest bidder of the fourteen builders 
who submitted estimates. That the 
committee made a wise choice is evi- 
denced in the handsome structure 
which now graces the southeast corner 
of 1'rice and Essex Avenues, Narberth. 
Especial commendation is due Felix 
Cantono and his fine corps of stone 
masons for the excellency of workman- 
ship which the exterior displays. 

Several fine memorial windows 
enrich the interior of the church itself 
and a magnificent three manual organ 
fills the whole edifice with melodious 
harmonies. 

One of (he most interesting features 
of the building is the church parlor 
with its attractive fireplace in a setting 
of Old English panels. But surpas- 
sing everything else, from the com- 
munity standpoint, is Parish Hall with 
its stage, side galleries and splendidly 
equipped kitchen. Here the recrea- 
tional, educational and social needs, of 
the church and community arc splen- 
didly met. Unique among the many 
attractions of the new building is the 
east ramp with its graceful arch sur- 
mounted by an inviting entrance.

Narberth adjusted its batting eye 
last Saturday afternoon preparatory to 
the coming championship series at the 
expense of Bryn Mawr, which club 
found itself on the short end of a U-- 
score. 

The borough ball club added another 
record to its long list of achievements 
by equaling the individual lionic-run 
hitting for one game. Merrill Heckle, 
Narberth's brilliant outfielder, had the 
1200 onlookers spellbound, viewing a 
spectacle which they had never before 
seen on the Narberth field or by any 
other team in the Main Line League. 
These trio of robust swats accounted 
for four of the thirteen runs scored 
in comparison with two tainted tallies 
by Bryn Mawr, both being scored by 
tlie aid of blunders. 

Two of these homeric swipes came 
with the bases empty while one pushed 
in a pal who was resting on third base. 
The sixth inning was the period that 
found Narberth's lead safe and sound 
when thev added six more tallies to 
the four runs procured during the pre- 
vious sessions. The main ingredients 
that went to make this inning the 
farce that it was were the hefty hitting 
tactics of Heckle and Bill Reynolds. 
Three boroughites were prancing on 
the sacks in their eagerness to com a 
run. None were out when Bill (lhrcc- 
Basc) Reynolds came to bat and car- 
omed a violent crack headed for the 
highway in centre-field to empty the 
saturated bags while he came to rest 
on the hot-box. Merrill Heckle then 
bettered this potent swipe by crashing 
his second round-trip blow to Windsor 
Avenue, sending in Reynolds ahead ot 
him In this inning the Narberth 
line-up batted around, troubling two 
pitchers for the sum of five hits. 

Following Heckle's second homeric 
hit Stevens, the starting nioundsnian, 
yielded his services to Nick Lyons, 
"who during his three and one-halt in- 
nings of plav dealt the champions three 
hits, which augmented the lead by 
two runs. 

Manager "Gene" Davis was in a 
vindictive mood for this engagement 
in view of Brvu Mawr's fortunate vic- 
tory last month when by a hurried at- 
tack in the final chapters of the game 
thev managed to beat the champions to 
the' wire. Mr. Davis used Kntite 
Rockne's svstem of combat for this 
game bv withdrawing the first team 
after they had fullv demonstrated their 
superiority to the Bryn Mawr Club 
and sending afield team number two 

The Narberth champions pounded 
the offerings of two hurlers. after 
Heckle had sent Stevens to the club 
house bv rapping his second homer 
of the game in the sixth stanza. Three 
borough pitchers teased the alien bats- 
men with their cunning heaves. How- 
ard Graham heaved for four innings, 
allowing the visitors one hit during his 
stav, Bill Reynolds, whom Bryn Mawr 
defeated in the previous game, went in 
for vengeance and held the focmeii m 
check without dealing them a single 
bingle and in the seventh Charley 
Townsend relieved Reynolds. In the 
three innings in which he served 
Townsend was forced to distribute 
three hits, one of which combined with 
an error resulted in the scoring of the 
second alien run of the engagement. 

Graham fanned one man, Reynolds 
felled two and Charley struck out five 
as Graham was credited with the vie 
tory. his tenth of the season. 

The victory gave Narberth their 
eighth of the year in league debuts out 
of eighteen games played and their 
second out of nine played during the 
second half. 

Besides the potent batting of Heckle 
and Reynolds, who contributed ten of 
the thirteen runs, Thomas was a star- 
ring feature with the hickory by bat- 
ting for an average of 1.000, while W.

NUMBER 273 
AN ORDINANCE 

To Rstablish a Real Estate Registry 
and Provide for Furnishing of Descrip- 
tions of Properties. 

The Council of the Borough of Nar- 
berth does ordain: 

Section 1. From and after the pass- 
age of this ordinance there shall be 
established a real estate registry for 
the purpose of showing the situation, 
dimensions and location of each prop- 
erty in the Borough of Narberth, and 
the. name of the owner or owners 
thereof. 

Section 2. The Secretary of the 
Borough shall cause to be made all 
necessary books, maps and plans, shall 
have access to all public records 
wherein the necessary information 
may be obtained, and shall cause 
searches to be made for muniments or 
evidences of title requisite for the com- 
pletion of such books, maps or plans. 

Section S. All books, maps and 
plans prepared in accordance with this 
ordinance shall be carefully preserved, 
and shall be so kept, by additions from 
time to time, as to show the owner- 
ship of every lot or piece of real es- 
tate, or subdivision thereof, with the 
succeeding transmission of title from 
the time of the commencement of such 
plans. 

Section 4. Nothing contained in the 
books, maps and plans provided for 
in this ordinance shall, at any time, 
invalidate any municipal or tax claim 
by reason of the fact that the same is 
not assessed or levied against the reg- 
istered owner. 

Section 5. After passage and ap- 
proval of this ordinance, it shall be the 
duty of all owners of real estate, 
within the limits of the Borough of 
Narberth, within one month after writ- 
ten or published notice, and of every 
subsequent purchaser, devisee or per- 
son, within one month after acquiring 
title in any manner whatsoever, to fur- 
nish to the Borough Secretary, at the 
Borough office, description of their re- 
spective properties, upon blanks to be 
furnished by the Borough, and at the 
same time to present their deeds and 
conveyances to be stamped as evidence 
of the registry thereof. No conveyance 
or transfer of title to any property 
shall be recorded on the books, maps 
or plans of the Borough as herein pro- 
vided until the same has been pre- 
sented at the Borough ofllce for regis- 
tration and stamped as evidence there- 
of. 

Section G. Any person neglecting or 
refusing to comply with the provisions 
of this ordinance within a period of 
thirty days after written or published 
notice to produce deeds or other con- 
veyances for registration, shall be li- 
able to a penalty of five ($5.00) dol- 
lars to be recovered with costs of suit, 
in the name of and for the use of the 
Borough as penalties are now recov- 
erable.
